A FARMER NEEDS. 

I used to think that the lawyt r 

was the only one who had use for 
universal knowle. |oe, as he has all 
kinds of questions that arise in all 
kinds of cases. And, indeed, I 
have known lawyers to be more 
expert than the expert witnesses 
themselves in certain cases of mal- 
practice, or diseases affecting the 
mind or body. But this knowl- 
edge is called for only in oc- 
casional cases. 

Now let us see what knowledge 
a farmer needs: 

First.— He should not only have 
the trained mind of a lawyer, so 
that he may reason correctly and 
come to correct conclusions, but 
he should know the laws of his na- 
tive land, to guide him. as the 
first principle of our law is that 

'"law does not excuse ignorance of 

laW. w J In other words, if you 
break any of our DOmerOUS laws, 
you cannot plead ignorance, but 
must sutler the penalty just the 
same as if you knew the law and 
broke it intentionally.

We hnvn't had I rain here for 
4 months, yet nothing is suffering. 
We have raised good crops and 
have plenty of water. Sometimes 
the ground gets so dry it cracks to 
a depth of J feet or more in some 
places, but the roads don't get 
dnsty, though they are all dirt and 
no pikes anywhere. . Cotton is 
about all picked, but is Very low 
this season. It is now only Bfc 
per lb. and last year it was to 
14c per lb. I raised 18 hales of 
cotton on SO acres and that is con- 
lered a pretty fair yield. I also 
ised 600 bu. of corn with onl.\ 
ie week's help. Corn sells now 
r 70c per bushel in the shuck;

Thore is nothing that should 
tercst the farmer more than the 
question of manure, and that of in- 

crenaing'the fertility of his soil, 
for it is upon the fertility of the 
soil that our success depends us a 
foundation 

Occasionally we see a man who 
says manure hauling does not pay: 
we hear of one man who thought 
he had the grainiest idea for the 
farmer that he could have he had 
his barn built up on the bank of 
reek, and all he had to do was 
to throw out his manure through 
the window, and it was out of the 
WgJ Ves, he had it handy but how 
does the owner of the farm hav« it 
to-day? Hanllv makimr a living. 
We like to be bothered about the 
manure accumulating in the way 
and that we have to haul it \>ul. 
there is no work that pays us bet- 
ter. I once kept account of what 
protit I got in hauling manure. 
1 hauled the immure on the ground 
that I was going to put in corn, 
and where I left off hauling I could 
see the difference, and in gathering 
the corn I figured it out. I found 
that the increase in the tirst year's 
corn crop gave me #'J.iK> per day 
for hauling, and I had no BP reader. 
This gave me good wages for the 
tirst year, and as thick as I put it 
m and the kind of ground, it will 
lo as well for live years, and after 
that it will do some good for live 
«rs longer. 

There Is no manure just like 
farm manure We can buy com- 
mercial fertilizers and they are all 
ight. and especially tine to use 
ritil farm manure. First, they 
r« costly, and you do not get what 
•ou get in the farm manure. We 
get a fertilizer far richer in some 
elements, but it lacks some. tea.. 
The large amount of vegetable 
matter in the farm manure that 
adds humus to the soil is also val- 
uable Do not try to sell off all 
what is grown on the farm and try 

to replace it with fertilizer 

market. We cannot get along very 
well without some of the farm ma- 
nure. 

It does nol take an expert to 
note the difference in two farm 
the one of which haa been farmed 
on the grain plan lor twenty 
from which all the hay and grain 
have been sold off, and of SOOth 
farm which has been a stock far 
and where all the feed raised h 
been fed.

USE LEAF AS A STIMULANT. 

How Coca Is Cultivated— Preventive 
of Sleep and Fatigue. 

Coca is the South American Invlg- 
orant. The shrub Irani which the coca 
leaves arc obtained grows at 
rorable Bondlttoni to a heigh I «r about 
four meters, It la cultivated in Peru 
and Bolivia. 

At the time the crop is gathered 
the needs are sown in beds, when they 
germinate and gTOW, and in two 
months the mowing plants reach a 
height Of about a foot. The leaves, 
■TOWS in the proper sunlight and 
shade, are yellowiah, small and thick. 

This is the kind of leaf that in pre- 
ferred for chewing by persons using 
the leaf as a stimulant, fortifier and 
preventive of sleep and fatigue in the 
performance of arduous work, inas- 
much as they prevent rheumatism, 
from which miners suffer when work- 
ing in mines that contain much water. 
Indians who masticate the leaves of 
this plant can work 24 hours without 
eating or sleeping. 

Coca leaves are used by the natives 
when engaged in long and fatiguing 
Journeys and by soldierB when subject | 
to hardships and privations. They 
■a? be used with all kinds of food and 
are said to cure dyspepsia, either 
taken as an infusion in the shape of 
tea or by masticating the leaves. The

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Making Good Butter. 

For the nroduction of a good 
f|«».Hty of butter two very essen 
lial things are good enre and good 
food for the cows. Tlie cows 
mtrst be provided with dean bed- 
ding and the Stables need to be 
kept dean, well lighted and venti- 
lated. 

Before the milking begins on my 

place the sides and udders ol' the 
cows gee carefully brushed, thus 
preventing dirt and dust from fall- 
ing into the milk. The milking is 
done with clean, dry hands: to milk 
with wet lingers would be an ex- 
Itemely filthy hnliit. Just us soon 
;is the milk is drawn from the cow- 
it is strained through a wire gauze 
and three thicknesses of cheese- 
cloth. All the milk utensils are 
thoroughly cleaned after being 
used by first washing them in 
lukewarm water, in hot water, and 
then they are scalded in boiling 
water. Every dish or cloth that is 
used in connection with the milk, 
after being washed, is put in a 
clean place where there, is ft circu- 
lation of pure air. 

In preparing the churn and but- 
ter-worker for use, they are thor- 
oughly scalded with boiling water 
nml then rinsed with cold water 
before the cream is put into the 
churn, or the butter put on the 
butter-worker.
